Contract for the construction of one 
and one-third miles of concrete pave- 
ment on Barnngton-Wauconda road 
last week was awarded to the Eclipue 
Construction company, whose bid wos 
$40,457.10. But one bid wbb received 
for construction of 46 miles of road be- 
tween Volo and Wauconda, and that 
exceeded the estimate and was reject- 
ed. -

The township is 
the first in Lake county and the North 
Shore to employ a speed constable. 
Sheriit Green was asked to swear in a 
new ofilcer. The 'Mooty" of the new 
officer will be to pinch hurry-up drivers 
after they have dsshed out of the 
jurisdiction of the city motorcycle cops 
in the township, fr-everal other town- 
ships are planning to follow suit. 



The judges for the best window dis- 
play used by merchants this week 
was awarded to ^Villiam Keulman. 
There was no attempt on the part of 
some of the merchants as to the im- 
provement of their windows and the 
majority still plead the alibi that they 
did not have the time. It is the hope 
of the Antioch News that these mer- 
chants will soon find the. means of over 
coming this lack of time to compete in 
this novel feature backed by the Com- 
mercial association to improve the 
outward appearance of the town and 
make it an attraction to.visitora to our 
town. 

The method of selection of the win- 
r^er was devised by the association and 
consists of three judges, each one to 
name his first choice and second choice, 
the merchant receiving two firsts to be 
the winner or the merchant winning a 
first and two seconds. In case of a tie 
the judges will then confer and select a 
winner.
